| the meeting of the Sanitary Board on Thura- 
day last the Colonial Surgeon suggested that 
the Board would “ make a miserable mess of 
it’ if it interfered. too much, because then 
people would uot go to the Tung Wab to 
die, but would.diein their own homes.
